The  4th  annual  meeting  took  place  on  Friday,  June  7, 

1974.  It  was  a special  pleasure  to  greet  so  many  out-of- 
state  members.

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Minutes  of  the  Fourth 
Annual  Meeting 


The  Associates  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  Inc. 

June  7,  1974 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Associates  of  the  National 
Agricultural  Library,  Inc.,  was  held  on  June  7,  1974  at  the 
National  Agricultural  Library. 

The  President,  Frank  Frazier,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  12:45  P.M.  He  first  introduced  three  members: 

Dr.  John  Davis,  who  coined  the  word,  "agribusiness,"  to 
describe  the  whole  complex  of  agriculture  from  farm  to 
table . 


Dr.  Joseph  F.  Capo.nio,  Acting  Director  of  NAL.  He  has 
resigned  to  accept  another  position,  and  June  7 is  his  last 
day  at  the  Library. 


Miss  Angelina  Carabelli,  immediated  past  president, 
who  has  been  devoted  to  the  organization  since  its  founding. 

President  Frazier  then  introduced  Dean  Trivette,  Doc- 
uments Librarian,  University  of  Kentucky,  and  chairman  of 
the  Awards  Committee.  Mr.  Trivette  introduced  Lee  Watson, 
who  spoke  briefly  for  the  Thoroughbred  Owners  and  breeders 
Association,  which,  together  with  the.  drown  and  Williamson 
Tobacco  Co.,  and  the  Thoroughbred  Publishers  Co.,  gave  the 
money  for  the  awards.  He  then  introduced  the  recipients  ir\ 
and  presented  them  with  their  awards.  They  are: 


Ruth  D.  Lindley,  NAL,  for  Professional  Achievement, 
and  particularly  for  her  work  on  the  printed  catalog  of  NAL, 
which  is  now  available  to  agricultural  libraries  all  over 
the  country; 

Mary  Ruth  drown,  Associate  Director  of  Operations  for 
the  University  of  Kentucky  Libraries  and  consultant  to  agri- 
cultural libraries  in  Latin  America,  a Citation  of  Special 
Recognit ion: 

Robert  3.  Jones,  NAL  for  Distinguished  Service,  part- 
icularly for  devising  a new  system  for  storing  and  retriev- 
ing congressional  documents  and  legislative  reports  on  mic- 
rofilm. 

The  president  then  called  on  Leila  Moran,  executive 
secretary,  to  present  the  association's  business,  (see 
Annual  Review) 
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Mias  Moran  read  the  financial  report  (cooy  attached). 

At  the  suggestion  of  Frank  Frazier,  the  Executive 
Con  nit  tee  is  working  toward  the  establishment  of  an  Agri- 
business Hall  of  Fame  at  NAL  as  one  means  of  fostering  in- 
terest in  tne  Library  and  developing  ties  with  agribusiness 
to  which  we  hope  to  look  for  support.  The  plan  is  exolained 
in  Today  for  November,  1973»  Dr.  Kellogg  objected  to  the 
term,  agribusiness,  as  having  a bad  connotation  for  the 
general  public.  Dr.  Davis  explained  how  ns  hapoened  to 
coin  the  term,  and  its  meaning  as  "the  whole  thing  from 
farm  to  table."  He  added  that  a new  term  often  develops  its 
meaning  from  tne  way  it  is  used.  Mr.  Trelogan  pointed  out 
that  the  old  image  of  the  family  farm  is  no  longer  in  accord 
with  reality  when  only  7%  of  the  people  getting  their  livings 
from  farms  live  on  them. 

Mr.  Trelogan  asked  about  the  Agricultural  Hall  of  Fame 
near  Kansas  City,  Kansas.  Mr.  Frazier  replied  that  it  is  in 
financial  difficulties.  A bill  introduced  in  Congress  to 
give  it  helo  has  been  referred  to  the  Interior  Committee, 
which  is  not  particularly  interested.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  it  be  taken  over  by  U3DA,  but  the  Department  has  re- 
commended that  it  be  taken  over  by  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  inasmuch  as  USDA  had  no  authority  to  operate  muse- 
ums. The  Smithsonian  might  take  it  if  asked.  So  far  it  has 
not  been  asked. 

Dr.  Rasmussen  reported  on  the  proposed  Symposium  on 
Agricultural  Literature  to  be  held  in  connection  with  the 
national  Bicentennial.  He  has  been  involved  with  a number 
of  exhibits  around  the  country,  and  believes  that  a sym- 
oosium  as  prooosed  would  not  be  particularly  difficult  to 
fund,  and  would  be  important  in  emphasizing  the  contribut- 
ion of  libraries  to  agricultural  literature  and  in  bringing 
libraries  to  wide  attention. 

Mr.  Trivette  suggested  that  the  guidelines  for  awards 
be  widened  to  include  other  types  of  award. 

Miss  Moran  read  the  budget  oreoared  by  Mrs.  Brown, 
treasurer.  (Copy  attached)  She  commented  that  it  will  re- 
quire effort  on  the  part  of  everyone  to  raise  tne  money 
requ ired . 

Miss  Moran  read  the  slate  of  officers  proposed  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  1974-75.  They  are 

Frank  Frazier,  President 
Charles  T.  Kellogg,  Vice  President 
Helene  Singras,  Secretary 
Mary  Rutn  Brown,  Treasurer 
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Mias  Carabelli  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed 
and  the  secretary  cast  a unanimous  ballot  for  the  slate 
listed.  Seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Trivette  suggested  that  in  the  future  the  Assoc- 
iates olan  to  hold  their  annual  meeting  in  connection  with 
a one  or  two  day  program.  For  those  coming  from  outside  the 
Washington  Metropolitan  Area,  it  is  hard  to  justify  to 
themselves  or  to  their  institutions  the  expense  of  traveling 
to  3eltsville  for  only  the  meeting.  Miss  carabelli  moved 
that  a committee  be  apoointed  to  look  into  planning  such  a 
program  for  next  year.  Seconded  and  passed. 

In  response  to  a request,  tne  number  of  members  of  the 
Associates  was  given  as  87*  Miss  lenton,  Chairman  of  tne 
Membership  Committee,  responded  to  another  question  that 
only  casual  efforts  had  been  made  to  recruit  members  among 
agricultural  scientists. 

Dr.  Rasmussen  moved  that  the  Association  extend  thanks 
to  Mrs.  Bryant  for  her  services  as  secretary  for  the  past 
two  years.  Seconded  and  passed.  It  was  suggested  that  thanks 
should  be  extended  to  all  the  officers. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  1:45

2.  Xerographic  Fund . Tight  requests  for  pilot ocopy  were  turned 
over  to  The  Associates  by  the  Library  for  payment.  These 
are  small  one-time  requests  from  abroad,  which  are  too  cost- 
ly in  terms  of  paperwork  to  collect.  The  Associates  pick  up 
the  tab  as  a vood-will  vesture.  Ten  such  requests  were 
honored  4/5/73  - 2/7/74.  Total  amount  $29.00. 


3.  Prof e s sional  Activities  Fund  - was  established  for  the  express- 
ed purpose  of  assisting  foreign  students  in  the  agricultural 
or  associated  sciences,  studying  at  library  schools  in  the 
United  States,  with  the  costs  of  transportation  and  per  diem 
for  attendance  at  professional  meetings  and  workshops.  The 
grant  of  $5 ,000  for  a one-vear  period  beginning  September  1, 
1972  was  extended  to  February  28,  1974.  Out  of  seventeen 
applicants  awards  of  travel  grants  were  made  to  nine  applic- 


ants. Expenditures  were  as  follows:
